Each of these groups pro- 
duces an individual scene, complete 
within itself, as a part of the display.

White Gift Service

distributed among poor families in the 
community. 
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Christmas Stockings 

When the calendar indicates that 
Christmas is at last drawing near, the 
students begin to look around in the 
down-town stores for woolly stockings 
that will keep some poor child’s legs 
warm through wintry weather. These 
they buy and stuff with all kinds of 
good things to eat, small play things, 
and story books. 

Y. W. collects these filled stockings 
and distributes them among children 
in needy families in and around Fred- 
ericksburg. 

Big and Little Sisters 

The Big and Little Sister Plan is 
sponsored by the Y. W. C. A. and ex- 
plains why you received a letter from 
some "‘nice stranger” who informed 
you she was your “big sister.” Although 
you had not hitherto been cognizant of 
the relationship, you were assured such 
an one existed and were urged to write 
“real soon” to such and such an ad- 
dress. 

Each upperclassman desiring a little 
sister during the summer is given the 
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name of an incoming Freshman in 
order that she may establish a friend- 
ship with her and help her in her 
preparations by answering any ques- 
tions about college that may arise. 
There is always a great eagerness on 
registration day to hunt out one’s

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CONSTITUTION 
of the 

Student Government Association 
State Teachers College 

Fredericksburg, Virginia. 
(Adopted April 9, 1924) 


ARTICLE I 
Name 

The name of this organization shall 
be “The Student Government Associa- 
tion of the State Teachers College at 
FrederickwSburg, Virginia.” 

ARTICLE II 

Purpose 

The purpose of this organization 
shall be to promote personal responsi- 
bility, loyalty, and a high sense of honor 
in the individual, and to represent and 
further the best interests of the student 
body and the college by inculcating the 
underlying principles of self-govern- 
ment and democracy. 
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ARTICLE III 
3Iembership 

Section 1. The membership of this 
Association shall consist of all students 
of the College. 

Sec. 2 Annual dues of the Association 
shall be one dollar for the winter ses- 
sion or part thereof. These dues for 
the regular session shall be included 
in the campus fee. 

Sec. 3 In accordance with the Honor 
System for which our college stands, 
each girl is expected to conform to the 
following regulations — the regulations 
which constitute the basis of all Honor 
Systems: 

1. To abide by the regulations of 
the Student Government Association 
and the Administration. 

2. To uphold in every phase of college 
life the highest standards of personal 
honor. 

3. To accept responsibility both with 
regard to personal conduct and conduct 
of others. 
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ARTICLE IV 
Legislative 'Department 

Section 1. The legislative power shall 
be vested in the Association as a whole. 

Sec. 2. Regular meetings shall be 
held the first week of each month. 
Special meetings shall be called by the 
President at her discretion or upon the 
written request of five members of the 
Student Council or twenty members of 
the student body, when it is deemed 
that an emergency exists. 

All students are required to attend 
these meetings unless excused by the 
President of Student Government. 

Sec. 3. (a) Quorum — Two- thirds of 
the members of the Association shall 
constitute a quorum, (b) A majority 
of those present, provided there is a 
quorum is required for the adoption of 
any legislation. A majority is one more 
than half a quorum. 

ARTICLE V 
Executive Department 

Section 1. The executive power shall 
be vested in a Student Council of the 
general officers, the house presidents, 
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and the class representative and town 
girls representative. The Y. W. C. A. 
president shall be an ex-officio member 

(a) The Student Council shall meet 
at least once a week at the call of the 
President: if necessary, she may also 
call a special meeting or upon the writ- 
ten request of two members of the 
Council or upon the request of ten 
members of the Student Body. It shall 
hear, decide and affix penalties for all 
cases of violations of Student Govern- 
ment rules and regulations and stand- 
ards of conduct required by the Col- 
lege except as stated under Rules and 
Regulations, Article 2, Section 1. (All 
outstanding cases of misconduct shall 
be referred to the Joint Council for 
final decision.) The Student Council 
shall also study the needs of the Asso- 
ciation and map out a program of work 
for the year. 

(b) Any student may appeal by right 
from a decision of the Student Council 
to the Joint Council. 

Sec. 2. Officers. 

(a) The general officers of the As- 
sociation shall be a President, (chosen 
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from the Senior Class), Vice-President, 
Secretary (a commercial student), and 
Treasurer, chosen from the Junior or 
Senior Class. 

(b) Duties of officers. 

1. The President shall call and pre- 
side over all meetings of the Associa- 
tion and shall be responsible for the 
organization of the incoming first class. 
She shall be in touch with the work 
of all lesser officers and shall stimulate 
them in their duties. She shall appoint 
all committees. 

2. The Vice-President shall assume 
the duties of the President in her ab- 
sence or at her request, and at other 
times fully co-operate with her in the 
performance of her duties. 

3. The Secretary shall keep a record 
of all proceeding of the Association, 
the Student Council, Joint Council. 
House Council; also lists of all offi- 
cers and committees, and attend to the 
correspondence of the Association. 

4. The Treasurer shall collect all 
money due the Association, and expend 
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the same. This is subject to the appro- 
val of the Association and under the 
direction of the President. 

Sec. 3. House Presidents. 

(a) There shall be a House President 
from the Junior or the Senior Class for 
each of the three dormitories. The 
President of Virginia Hall shall be 
elected by the incoming Sophomore 
Class; the President of the Tri-Unit 
shall be elected by the Sophomore, 
Junior, and Senior Classes; the Presi- 
dent of Frances Willard shall be elected 
by the Sophomore and Junior Classes. 

(b) The House President shall be 
responsible for and seek to secure a 
spirit of co-operation in her dormitory 
by making the care, sanitation, safety 
and conduct of the dormitory a matter 
of interest and pride. She shall have 
general authority in the building. The 
House President also gives permission 
concerning the spending of the night 
out of the home room. This officer 
shall appoint some one to serve in her 
absence, posting her door to that effect. 
The House President shall call a reg- 
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ular meeting of the dormitory once a 
month to discuss those things which 
make for the best conduct and environ- 
ment possible, and shall plan and di- 
rect social activities of the dormitory. 

(c) All students are required to at- 
tend House Meetings. 

Sec. 4. Representatives. 

(a) There shall be one representative 
each from the Sophomore, Junior and 
Senior Classes. 

(b) The duties of the representatives 
shall be to co-operate with the officers 
in carrying out the business of the As- 
sociation. 

(c) The day student* shall have a 
representative on Student Council, who 
shall have power to vote on all matters 
except those concerning the home life 
of boarding students. 

Section 5. (a) Nominations for the 
four major officers of the Student Gov- 
ernment Association and the Fire Com- 
mander shall be made by a nominating 
committee composed of the four major 
officers of Student Council and the 
four Class Presidents. Additional nom- 
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inations for these officers may be made 
from the floor by the members of the 
Association; for House Presidents as 
prescribed for their election in section 
3 (a), and for Representatives, by the 
members of their respective classes. The 
names of these nominees shall be sub- 
mitted to the Joint Council fcr con- 
sideration of their eligibility. Nominees 
approved by the Joint Council shall 
be posted for forty-eight hours before 
the elections. 

(b) The nominations of officers listed 
above, Section 5 (a), when submitted to 
the Joint Council, shall have a mini- 
mum of three names, but there shall be 
no restrictions as to the maximum 
number that may be submitted, but in 
every case the number of nominees 
for each office approved by Joint 
Council must exceed by at least one 
the number of officers to be elected. 

(c) 1. The President of the Student 
Government Association shall be elect- 
ed between March 1 and April 1. The 
Vice-President, Secretary, and Treas- 
urer of the Student Government Asso- 
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ciation; the President, Vice-President, 
Secretary, Treasurer, and Freshman 
Commissioner of the Y. W. C. A.; the 
editor-in-chief of the Battlefield, Bul- 
let and Bayonet, and the Fire Com- 
mander shall be elected, after the 
nominations have been completed, by 
means of an Australian ballot, on a 
predetermined Election Day extending 
from 8 A. M. to 6 P. M. 

2. The President of the Student Gov- 
ernment Association shall not be 
eligible for any other office than that 
of Student Body President. 

(c) 3. All votes which are cast by 
secret ballot for the Student Body 
major officers shall be counted in the 
presence of the President, Vice-Presi- 
dent, and Secretary of the Student 
Council with the class representatives 
and elections shall be on the basis of 
majority vote. 

4. In the case of class representatives 
the secret ballot shall be counted in 
the presence of the President or the 
Vice-President of the respective class 
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and, one other member of the class in 
addition to either a Junion or a Senior 
sitting on Student Council. 

(d) The Presidents of the three 
classes — Sophomores, Junior and Senior 
—are to be elected during the Spring 
quarter, after the general officers of 
the other major organizations, but be- 
fore the class representatives. 

(e) All officers of the Student Gov- 
ernment Association shall be elected 
by May 1. 

(f) The May Queen in addition to 
having those social graces which per- 
tain to the position of May Queen shall 
also meet the same academic require- 
ments as that of any other major 
officer. Her nomination shall be ap- 
proved by Joint Council. 

(g) The Maid-of -Honor shall possess 
the same qualifications as the May 
Queen, and shall be elected in the same 
manner after the May Queen election. 

(h) A vacancy caused by resignation 
or removal from office shall be filled in 
the same manner as the resigned office 
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was filled. The resignation of any 
general officer, House President, or 
Representative may be requested by the 
Joint Council or Student Council, pro- 
vided she fails to perform efficiently 
the duties pertaining to her office, or 
because of misconduct. 

Sec. 6. Installation exercises shall be 
held as soon after the spring and fall 
elections as practicable at which times 
the newly elected Council members 
shall subscribe to the following oath: 

“I do hereby solemnly promise to 
support and maintain the Constitution 
of the Student Government Association 
of the State Teachers College at Fred- 
ericksburg and I pledge my best efforts 
to the efficient performances of the 


duties of 

of said Association, to which office I 

have been elected.” 
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ARTICLE VI 
Judicial Department 

Section 1. The judicial powers shall 
be vested in a Student Council and a 
Joint Council. 

(a) Student Council. 

1. Composition. (See Article V, Sec- 
tion 1.) 

2. Duties. (See Article V. Section 
1-a.) 

(b) Joint Council. 

1. The Joint Council shall consist of 
three Faculty Advisors and the gen- 
eral officers of the Association. The 
President of the College shall be an 
ex-officio member, without a vote, but 
with the power of veto. 

2. The Joint Council shall meet at 
the call of the chairman or at the re- 
quest of any member to review the 
eligibility of nominees for all officers 
of the Association, including general 
officers, House Presidents and Repre- 
sentatives; to hear appeals; to decide 
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outstanding cases of misconduct, or to 
take counsel touching the interests of 
the Association. 

3. The Faculty Advisors, one of whom 
shall be chairman of the Joint Council, 
shall be appointed by the President 
of the College who will consider sug- 
gestions submitted by the Student 
Council. 


ARTICLE VII 
Freshman Training 

Each year the period from the day 
of registration to October 19 shall be 
regarded as a period of training and 
observation for Freshmen and all other 
new students in the College. During 
this time all these students shall have 
no vote. No elections requiring the vote 
of Freshmen shall be held until October 
19. 

ARTICLE VIII 
Rules and Regulations 

The rules and regulations for the 
government of the students under the 
Constitution shall be formulated by the 
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Student Council, approved by Joint 
Council and adopted by a majority vote 
of the student body. 

ARTICLE IX 
Amendments 

Amendments may be made to this 
Constitution in the following manner: 
Any student may propose an amend- 
ment. Such proposal shall be made in 
writing and submitted to the Student 
Council. If acted upon favorably by 
the Student Council, it shall be re- 
ferred to the Joint Council. If acted 
upon favorably by the Joint Council, 
the proposed amendment shall then be 
posted for one week, after which it 
shall be referred to the student body. 
If two-thirds of the students, provided 
a quorum is present, vote in favor of 
the proposed amendment, said amend- 
ment shall then become a part of the 
Constitution. 
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RULES AND REGULATIONS OF 
STUDENT GOVERNMENT 
ASSOCIATION 

Students are on their honor to ob- 
serve such regulations of their Student 
Government Association as will, from 
time to time, be made known to the 
Association. 

The following Rules and Regulations 
formulated in accordance with Article 
IX of the Constitution, shall be effective 
after September 23, 1935. 

# 

II. Regulations Relating to 
School Work 

1. Students shall be considered on 
their honor in all oral and written 
classwork, in all assignments, in the 
library, and in general use of College 
property. 

2. Any violations of the standards 
set up in No. 1 or of regular library 
regulations shall be considered a Stu- 
dent Government offense. 
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I. Regulations Relating to 
Dormitory Life 

1. House Council. Student Council 
has delegated judicial and executive 
authority to a House Council, an or- 
ganization which is subordinate to Stu- 
dent Council. The dormitory life will 
be under the direction of the said 
House Council. 

(a) Personnel of House Council. 

1. House President — Chairman. 

2. Vice-President of Student 'Council 
—Advisory Member. 

3. Representatives — One from each 
hall. 

(b) The house council members, with 
exception of those of Frances Willard 
Dormitory, are to be appointed by Stu- 
dent Council from the Sophomore, 
Junior and Senior classes. The meet- 
ings are to be held at least once a 
month — special meetings to be called 
by the chairman. 

(46) 


(c) Duties. It shall create a finer 
spirit of consideration on the part of 
student for student and make for 
friendliness and helpfulness among the 
girls of the dormitory. 

(d) Cases may be referred to the 
Student Council if the House Council 
deems it necessary, and a student may 
have the right of appeal to Student 
Council. 

(e) All decisions of the House Coun- 
cil are to be posted in the dor- 
mitory and the decisions of cases 
which have been referred to the Stu- 
dent Council Government shall be 
posted on the Student Government 
board. 

(f) House Council shall meet regu- 
larly every month, the time and place 
to be designated by the House Presi- 
dent and the Vice-President of 
Student Council. Council shall meet 
with Student Council when it is deemed 
necessary. 

2. Study Hours. Study hours shall be 
kept every night, except Saturday and 
Sunday. The study hour, except on 
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Friday night, shall begin at 7:15 and 
end at 10:15, during which time no stu- 
dent is permitted to be in any other 
student’s room than her own. The 
problem of group study will be met by 
the use of class rooms in Monroe Hall 
which will be available any night dur- 
ing the week. 

All dormitories are to be governed by 
the same plan of study hour. 

On such nights as Lyceum numbers 
and also on Convocation nights there 
shall be a light cut until 11:45. 

3. Recreation. From 10:15 to 10:45 
on the nights that study hour is kept 
shall be considered a recreation pe- 
riod. Recreation period is kept from 
10:15 to 10:30 when a light extension 
is given. 

4. Quiet Hour. At 10:45 the quiet 
hour shall begin, at which time each 
student shall be in her own room. From 
10:45 P. M. to 5:00 A. M., there shall 
be no visiting from one room to an- 
other, and there shall be no unneces- 
sary noise. 

5. Lights Out. Lights shall be out at 
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11 P. M., with the exception of those 
special occasions when light extensions 
are given. 

6. Friday Night. This night shall be 
observed as any other week night, with 
the exception that study hour shall be- 
gin at 7:30 instead of 7:15. 

7. Saturday Night. On Saturday 
night there shall be no restrictions un- 
til 10:45 with the exception that all 
visitors to the College shall leave at 
10:15 P. M. Students may spend the 
night out of their rooms on this night 
only. If a student is spending Saturday 
night with another student, she shall 
consider the latter’s room as her own 
for the night, reporting there not later 
than 10:45. She may, however, spend 
the period 10:15-10:45 either in her own 
room or her friend’s room. When a 
student spends the night out of her 
dormitory she must check with the 
House President of the dormitory she 
is visiting. 

8. Sunday Night. On Sunday night 
there shall be no restrictions until 
10:45, with the exception that all visi- 
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tors shall leave at 10:15 P. M., and all 
students shall be in their dormitories 
at 10:30 P. M. 

9. No dancing is permitted in the 
dormitory rooms, halls, or parlors. Pro- 
vision is made for this in the gymna- 
sium, tea room and Roof Garden. 

10. Students, however, are not to 
dance in the tea room on date nights. 

III. Regulations Relating to 
Class Organizations 

Membership in class organizations is 
optional. All class dues must be paid 
by November 15th except those of the 
Freshman Class, which shall be paid 
by December 15th. Students who do 
not pay their dues by above dates are 
not considered members of their re- 
spective class organizations; conse- 
quently they are not to be granted class 
privileges such as voting, holding office, 
attending class meetings and class 
functions; nor will they be allowed 
representation in the Annual. 

Sophomore, Junior, and Senior Class- 
es may meet and organize prior to the 
appointment of the Class Advisor* but 
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the program for the year and the as- 
sessment of dues shall not be under- 
taken until the appointment of Class 
Advisors. The Freshman Class shall 
meet and organize on October 19, 1936. 

IV. Miscellaneous Regulations 

1. Students shall neither stand nor 
walk on the streets with young men; 
nor aie they to sit with them in auto- 
mobiles or public places. 

2. Students are not allowed to go 
to town on Sunday except to Sunday 
School and to church in the morning 
and also to church in the evenings. 

3. Students are not allowed to go 
into stores, hotels or other eating places 
on Sunday unless by special permission 
or under special class privileges. 

4. Any boy who has been a party to 
the campusing of a student is off both 
the calling list and the riding list for 
the same length of time the student is 
campused. 

5. Students are not permitted to spend 
the night or week-end in town except 
with members of the immediate family. 

6. Dining-Room. Juniors, Seniors and 
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selected Sophomores after making up 
their tables, will preside at those tables 
in the dining-room. The hostess may 
dismiss her table (not individual stu- 
dents) at both breakfast and lunch. 
The dining-room is dismissed as a whole 
at dinner by the Dean of Women in 
the South Unit, and by the Student 
Government President in the North 
Unit. Student teachers may leave the 
table at breakfast and lunch before the 
table is dismissed, provided limitations 
in time make it necessary. 

7. Students may go to the Tea Room 
on any evening with an approved escort 
provided they have permission to enter- 
tain. 

8. Students shall be allowed to stroll 
on the campus with dates Sunday 
afternoon, and to stroll through, but 
not entertain in the Open-Air Theatre 
Grove. In addition, they shall be al- 
lowed to entertain on the campus in 
the afternoons anywhere within the 
area between Frances Willard, the via- 
duct, Training School, Mary Ball Hall, 
swimming pool, and Monroe Hall. 
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9. Students are not to stroll beyond 
the entrance gates at any time. 

10. Students who have the privilege 
of going to town at night must be back 
on the Hill by 10:30 P. M., at which 
time every student must be in her own 
dormitory. No student is to unlock any 
door for a student out of the dormitory 
unless authorized by the Dean of 
Women. 

11. Students spending Sunday in 
town must first have an invitation ex- 
tended to them through the office of 
the Dean of Women, who will give per- 
mission if the home is approved. Such 
students must check in person in the 
office of the Dean of Women not later 
than 5:30 P. M. Also they must be in 
the dormitory by 10:30 P. M. If they 
are spending Sunday out of the city 
or are away for the week-end, and 
are returning by auto, they must also 
be in the dormitory by 10:30 P. M. If 
returning by train, they must be in the 
dormitory by 10:30 P. M. 

12. Students wishing to leave the Hill 
for week-ends or Sundays must have 
written permission from parent or 
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guardian, subject to approval by the 
Dean of Women. 

Special written permission from the 
student’s parent or guardian must be 
obtained in advance for each visit 
away from the College other than to 
her home. 

13. Written permission from parent 
or guardian must be obtained for 
This is subject to the approval of the 
Dean of Women except in cases of 
horseback riding and airplane riding, 
students who are taking riding instruc- 
tion or are members of the Riding Club 
by permission of their parents or guar- 
dians. 

14. No student is permitted to take 
books or handiwork to Convocation or 
Lyceums without special permission. 

15. Students are not permitted to 
smoke while under the jurisdiction of 
the College. 

V. General Regulations for Entire 
Student Body 

If the following privileges are abused 
they are subject to withdrawal. 

Social Permissions. 
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1. All students must obtain permis- 
sion, verbal or by signing in the office 
of the Dean of Women, for the follow- 
ing privileges and for all privileges of 
a social nature. 

(a) Dinner in town, visits, drives, and 
all other social dates. 

(b) Students spending Sunday or the 
week-end away from the college, 
whether in or out of Fredericksburg, 
must have the approval of the Dean of 
Women and the student going away 
from the city must also have obtained 
permission, by letter, from her parent 
or guardian. 

(c) Any social dates other than those 
listed above are also subject to the ap- 
proval of the Dean of Women. 

2. Students are at liberty to attend 
church in town on Sunday evening — 
upper classman (Juniors and Seniors) 
in groups of three; lower classmen in 
groups of four. 

Whenever a lower classman is in the 
group there must be four. 

4. Riding. No student is permitted to 
ride in an automobile, except as follows: 
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(a) In a public automobile when 
hired for business use. 

(b) When accompanied by a member 
of the faculty. 

(c) When accompanied by a member 
of the immediate family. 

(d) No riding at night of any nature 
except to and from such parties as may 
be given to the College as a whole — 
Sunday School parties, Chamber of 
Commerce, etc. Students may ride with 
members of the faculty, however, and 
with members of the family. 

(e) Riding with any one whom the 
College has refused its social courte- 
sies, or with any one whom the College 
considers undesirable, is forbidden. 

5. Students may go for rural walks 
in groups of four either on Sunday 
afternoon or any other day. Students 
are not to wear knickers, tennis, or 
gym suits at any time on Sunday. 

6. The approval of the General Chair- 
man of the Student Activities Commit- 
tee is required for all entertainments 
given by school organizations. 

7. Students must come to all meals 
with the following exceptions; 
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(a) Seniors may absent themselves 
from breakfast at any time. 

(b) All students irrespective of class 
distinction may be absent from break- 
fast on Saturday and Sunday. 

(c) A student may take lunch in the 
Tea Room, in her own room, or in ap- 
proved eating places in town but she 
must check out to that effect in person 
either with the Dean of Women or 
with the House President. 

(d) A student may have a box supper 
in her room at the dinner hour pro- 
vided she checks in person with the 
House President between 5:30 and 5:50 
and rechecks with the House President 
between 6:25 and 6:45. 

(e) Juniors and Seniors who have 
the class privilege (see regulation un- 
der Class Privilege) of taking dinner 
in town in the evening, check in per- 
son to this effect with the Dean of 
Women. 

(f) All other meals taken out of the 
Dining Room require special permis- 
sion from the Dean of Women. 

8. No student will be permitted to 
shift her class to expedite her getting 
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away for the week-end; however, any 
student, irrespective of class, may go 
away for any week-end, provided it in 
no way interferes with her work, and 
provided she is responsible for her 
work. Any student whose work is un- 
satisfactory may have her privilege 
curtailed or withdrawn entirely. 

9. Callers must leave at 10:15 P. M. 

10. Students sign on leaving the cam- 
pus only on the following conditions: 

(a) When taking a meal off the 
campus. 

(b) When spending the day on Sun- 
day. 

(c) When spending the week-end 
away from the College. 

(d) When going for an automobile 
ride. 

11. Sunday Recreation. Students may 
engage in the following activities on 
Sunday afternoons: 

(a) Students may swim from 4 to 5 
P. M., provided they use college swim- 
ming suits in the pool. 

(b) Students may engage in horse- 
back riding, tennis and golf after 1 
P. M. 
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These privileges are extended to col- 
lege students only, and may be with- 
drawn if abused. 

12. Sun bathing must be confined 
to the Roof Garden and is prohibited 
on Sunday. 

VI. Class Privileges 
Freshman 

Each class has the privileges of all 
classes below it. 

1. Freshmen may go to town one 
night a month in groups of four or un- 
der chaperonage to the moving picture 
or to other approved entertainments. 

2. Freshmen may entertain Saturday 
and Sunday evenings until 10:15 P. M. 

3. See Administrative Regulations for 
excuses, class cuts, etc. 

Sophomores 

1. A Sophomore may go to town two 
nights a month in groups of four or 
under chaperonage to the moving pic- 
ture or to other approved entertain- 
ments. 

2. See Administrative Regulations for 
excuses, class cuts, etc. 

(59) 


Juniors 

1. Juniors may take dinner in town — 
in approved eating places — once a 
month, in groups of four, unchap- 
eroned, provided they are back at the 
College by 7:15 P. M., else it is 
counted as one of their nights in town. 

2. Two or more Juniors with ap- 
proved escorts may take Sunday dinner 
(noon) at approved eating places. 

3. Two Juniors with approved escorts 
may go for a ride Sunday afternoon, 
provided they sign in the office of the 
Dean of Women. 

4. Juniors may go to town at nights 
three times a month in groups of three 
to the moving pictures or other ap- 
proved entertainments. 

6. Juniors visiting in town on Sun- 
day afternoon must be on the Hill by 
6 o’clock. 

7. See Administrative Regulations for 
excuses, class cuts. etc. 

Seniors 

1. Three or more Seniors unescorted 
may take dinner in town at approved 
eating places, provided they are at the 
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College by 7:15 P. M. Otherwise it 
will count as a night in town. 

2. Seniors are allowed to go to town 
four times a month at night, in groups 
of three or more, unchaperoned, or un- 
der conditions approved by the Dean of 
Women. 

3. Seniors visiting in town on Sunday 
afternoon may extend the visit until 

10 P. M. 

4. Seniors may entertain dates on the 
campus until sunset. 

5. Two or more Seniors may go di- 
rectly to church with an approved es- 
cort on Sunday morning, either walk- 
ing or riding, returning immediately 
after the services to the Hill. 

6. Seniors may have a breakfast cut 
whenever they wish. 

7. See Administrative Regulations for 
excuses, class cuts, etc. 

Interpretation of Campusing 

(a) If either the Student Council or 
Joint Council shall campus a student, 
she shall automatically lose any office 
she may hold, also all privileges she 
has accorded her. (She is not permit- 
ted to use the telephone nor to relay 
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any messages by telephone.) She is per- 
mitted to attend classes, meals, Convo- 
cation, Chapel, Church and Sunday 
School (on Sunday morning only), Ly- 
ceum numbers, and any other numbers 
at which the student body is required 
to be in attendance. 

(b) The Lifting of Campus. In the 
event of dental or medical emergencies 
on the advisement of the registered 
nurse or college physician, the cam- 
pusing of a student may be tempo- 
rarily lifted, provided the student is 
under chaperonage of the registered 
nurse or a member of the Student 
Council while off the campus. 

(c) Campused students are allowed to 
attend church Sunday morning, regis- 
tering in the office of the Dean of 
Women at the time of departure and 
checking off on return, only a logical 
time being permitted for attending at 
church. 

(d) The Campusing of a student may 
also be lifted in case of emergency. 

(e) In the lifting of campusing, it 
shall lie with the group which has 
campused a student to determine this 
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matter, and not with any one indi- 
vidual of either Student Council or 
Joint Council. 

(f) A student “on campus” who with- 
draws during this period, except for 
imperative reasons, will be recorded as 
suspended for the remainder of the 
current session. 

(g) The parents of any student whose 
behavior has justified campusing will 
be notified of this fact, together with 
the details concerning the case. If 
council deems it advisable it may also 
write to the parents of any girl who 
has had to appear before council, even 
though campusing may not have been 
imposed. 

Administrative Regulations 

1. Convocation and Chapel. — Students 
are assigned regular seats for convoca- 
tion and chapel by the Student Govern- 
ment Association. Every student is ex- 
pected to be in attendance at these 
exercises and in her regular assembly 
seat unless excused by the Dean of 
Women. 
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2. A student is under the jurisdiction 
of the College at all times, and will be 
held directly responsible to the College 
for her deportment while away on 
week-end visits or en route to and 
from the College. The only exception 
to this rule is when she is visiting in 
the home of her parents or guardian. 

3. Drinking, hitch-hiking, or other 
conduct unbecoming to refined woman- 
hood, or which would bring reproach to 
the student or the College, will not be 
tolerated and drastic measures will be 
provided for all such offenses. 

4. A student holding an aid position 
who violates a college regulation jus- 
tifying campusing or a more severe 
penalty, automatically relinquishes the 
position. 

5. No callers or dates are permitted 
on the campus under any circumstances 
Wihile under the influence of intoxi- 
cants. Any person who is so inconsid- 
erate as to ignore this important regu- 
lation or whose conduct is otherwise 
objectionable is automatically removed 
from the calling list. 
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6. Smoking by students is prohibited 
by Student Government regulations. 

7. Electrical devices, such as chafing 
dishes, curling irons, etc., are not to 
be used in the rooms. Curling irons may 
be used only in the bath rooms con- 
nected with the suites of rooms. 
Matches, sterno, and other inflamable 
articles, as well as electrical devices, 
may be used only in the “Pressing 
Rooms” provided for that purpose. 

8. Zoning regulations — Students are 
permitted to go into the city of Fred- 
ericksburg in accordance with regula- 
tions set up by the Student Govern- 
ment and the Administration of the 
College, in the territory bounded by the 
following streets: 

Cornell and Lewis on the north; 

Main on the east; 

Charlotte on the south; and 

Prince Edward on the north, extend- 
ing to Lewis Street. 

In accordance with the regulation in 
effect for many years, students will 
continue to use Lewis and Cornell 
Streets in going to and returning from 
Fredericksburg.

Exceptions! 

In order to eliminate any possible 
hardship arising from the above regu- 
lation, the following exceptions are in 
order: 

(a) Students having special permis- 
sion to visit in homes when the invita- 
tion has been extended to them. 

(b) Students having special permis- 
sion to go to the railorad station or 
the bus station. 

(c) All churches within the city 
limits of Fredericksburg are exempted 
from this regulation. 

(d) Students going to and from home. 

(e) Students accompanied by a par- 
ent, guaruian, chaperone, town girl, 
members of the faculty or their wives, 
or the host or hostess of a home in 
which they have been given permission 
to visit. 

(f) Students having riding privileges 
in accordance with College or Student 
Government regulations. 

(g) With special permission students 
will be allowed to visit the hospital, 
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the public high school, and the elemen- 
tary school. 

6. Riding regulations — Students are 
permitted to accept pick-up rides from 
a parent, guardian, or from members 
of the faculty or their wives. Students 
are not permitted under any circum- 
stances to accept pick-up rides from 
anyone else. 

7. Nights in town — Students are per- 
mitted to go to town at night on Tues- 
days, Thursdays, and Fridays, and on 
Sundays for church services only, un- 
der regulations heretofore in force. 

EXCUSES AND CLASS CUTS 
I. Excuses. 

1. (a) All excuses for boarding stu- 
dents on account of illness, whether 
due to confinement in the Infirmary 
or necessary visits to the Infirmary 
during class periods, must be submit- 
ted by the college physician directly to 
the Registrar’s office. 

Excuses for illness of day students 
must be submitted by the parents or 
attending physician directly to the 
Registrar. 
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(b) No excuses will be accepted for 
absences except for illness on the part 
of the student or an emergency suoh 
as illness in the home which requires 
the student to be absent from college. 
In the latter case, the excuse must come 
direct from the parent or guardian to 
the President’s office with detailed in- 
formation as to the reason for the 
absence. 

(c) Students are urged to attend 
classes regularly and not to jeopardize 
their class standing by unexcused ab- 
sences, since such absences affect stu- 
dents’ scholastic standing materially 
and may mean the difference between 
failure and passing. 

II. Class Cuts. 

The following system of class cuts is 
designed for the purpose of taking 
care of all other absences from classes 
not covered under the head of 
Excuses: 

1. (a) Students on the Honor Roll, 
that is, those whose grades average 
“B” or above for the previous quarter, 
shall be entitled to two cuts on each 
class carried during the current quarter. 

( 68 ) 


(b) Students who make an average of 
less than “B” but not less than “C” 
on the previous quarter’s work shall be 
entitled to one cut for each class in 
which they are registered for the cur- 
rent quarter. 

(c) Since an average grade of at 
least “C” is required for graduation 
or recognition of any kind, students 
who make less than an average grade 
of “C” for the previous quarter will 
be entitled to no class cuts for the 
current quarter. 

(d) Students in the first quarter of 
their freshman year who have no 
deficiencies at the end of the first six 
weeks shall be entitled to one cut for 
each class for which they are registered 
for that quarter. 

(e) Students transferring from other 
colleges will be entitled to the same 
privileges and the number of cuts, if 
any, will be determined by the grades 
in the college previously attended. 

(f) Cut privileges do not apply to 
student teaching responsibilities, or to 
tests or examinations. 

2. Any absence immediately preced- 
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ing or succeeding a holiday cannot be 
counted as a class cut but, on the con- 
trary, carries a double penalty. 

POINT SYSTEM 

1. Offices held by students shall be 
valued by percentage. 

2. Any student who is nominated for 
a major office in any of the classes or 
major activities in the College and al- 
lows her name to stand as a nominee 
is ineligible for nomination to any other 
office until the election for this office 
is over. 

If a student does not wish her nomi- 
nation to hold she may withdraw her 
name as a nominee, providing she 
makes her withdrawal by submitting a 
written request to the secretary of the 
class or organization not later than 
six hours after her nomination from 
the floor and previous to its posting. 
The list will not be presented for ap- 
proval until this time has expired. 

In case the six hours expires after 
11 P. M., the hour for withdrawal will 
close at 8 A. M. the following morning. 

3. A student making an average be- 
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low C, or failing on more than 20 per 
cent of her work in the previous quar- 
ter shall be ineligible for participation 
in any major school activity and for 
holding any office during the quarter 
succeeding. A major activity shall be 
defined as one pertaining to the whole 
student body, such as Student Govern- 
ment, Y. W. C. A., the Battlefield, the 
Bullet, the Bayonet, and May Queen; 
in addition, departmental work, such 
as choral club, physical education and 
dramatic activities shall also be re- 
garded as major school activities, or 
any other activity which will require 
so much preliminary practice as to 
transgress on proper academic prepa- 
ration. A student may not remove an 
ineligibility by merely making up a 
condition, unless such conditions be 
due to illness or enforced absence from 
the College. 

4. The academic status of every stu- 
dent who is a candidate for office or 
taking part in a major school activity 
shall be ascertained from the Regis- 
trar’s Office by the secretary of the 
organization and approved by the ad- 
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visor of that organization before the 
nominee’s name shall be submitted for 
consideration. 

(a) As soon as the officers in an 
organization are elected, it shall be the 
duty of the secretary of the organiza- 
tion to furnish the properly attested 
list of all officers in the organization 
to the Registrar’s office and notify the 
office of any change that may occur 
during the year.
